The two no-trumps response, 
while forcing to game, is a limit- 
ing bid and suggests slam possibili- 
ties only. if: your partner hag. sub- 
stantially more than a minimum 
opening. It: is made with a. high 
ecard value of from 814 to 10 (2% 
plus to 3% quick tricks). It in-' 
dicates a hand of a balanced type 
and preparation for the lead of 
any suit other than the one your 
partner has bid, and with a mini- 
mum of two small cards in your 
partner’s suit. 

Two of the worst habits a bridge- 
player can get into are (1) jump- 
ing into no-trumps with a single- 
ton in partner’s suit; and (2) 
jumping into no-trumps. with a suit 
wide open.
